Housing and Home Finance Agenc y Approves 
Program; Advisory Committee, A pointed 



Perry County today received 
from the Huusing and Home 
finance Agency approval of its 
Workable Program for Com- 
munity improvement through 
trie elimination and prevention 
of slums and blight. 

Perry County (Pop. 34,960; is 
in the southeastern part of the 
State. The city of Hazard is its 
County Seat. This program is 
for the incorporated areas of 
the county. 

Formal approval of a Work- 
able Program is necessary be- 
fore a community is eligible to 
receive Federal aids in the 
form of loans and grants for 
urban renewal programs and 
for federally-aided low-rent 
housing, and more liberal FHA 
mortgage insurance to assist in 
the private redevelopment of 
project areas and for rehousing 
displaced families. 



This approval does not con- 
stitute approval of any specific 
Federal aid. The Workable Pro- 
cram is a showing by the com- 
munity of how it intends to use 
its own public and private re- 
sources to eliminate and pre- 
vent slums and blight. Once its 
program is approved it can ap- 
ply for the Federal aids to sup- 
plement local resources as 
needed. The community must 
show reasonable progress each 
year under its Workable Pro- 
gram in order to obtain recerti- 
fication and to remain eligible 
for the Federal aids. 

Hazard County officials re- 
ported that a Codes Review 
Committee has been appointed 
and they expect to accomplish 
adoption of building, electrical, 
housing, gas. and fire preven- 
tion codes during the year. A 
plumbing code is in effect. 



Of the Comprehensive Com- 
munity Plan, officials stated 
that a Perry County Planning 
Commission has been establish- 
ed which, with technical assis- 
tance from the Kentucky De- 
partment of Commerce’s Plan- 
ring and Zoning Division, will 
develop and implement a com- 
prehensive general plan for the 
County. Neighborhood Analyses 
are expected to be completed 
by 1969, they said. 

The Perry County Housing 
Commission, the officials re- 
ported, will be responsible for 
relocation housing assistance to 
families displaced by urban re- 
newal and other types of gov- 
ernmental action. 

A Citizens Advisory Commit- 
tee and a subcommittee to 
study minority group housing 
problems have been appointed. 



A hopeful crusade begun last 
month by a handful of Perry 
County enthusiasts has blos- 
somed into what is fast becom- 
ing an area-wide clean up effort, 
supported alike by private 
homeowners and cooperating 
State agencies, in step with 
Kentucky's 1965 Homecoming 
Year. 

By mid-April the unofficial 
total of junked cars removed 
from the county roadsides was 
about 250,” said Steve Sandlin, 
Hazard-<based regional sanita- 
tion consultant for the State 
Health Department. 

"In addition, for the first 
time Perry County has public 
dumping facilities. In the past 
few weeks, six garbage dumps 
have been located within easy 
access of anyone in the county 
who wants to get rid of trash 
on his property.” 

Spearheading the drive is the 
community facilities committee 
of the Perry County Develop- 
ment Association, headed by 
Mrs Gene Combs A Hazard 
resident, Mrs. Combs is outgo- 
ing president of the Garden 
Club of Kentucky Inc. 

A dinner meeting was held 
March 1 at the Eversole Ele- 
mentary School, Hazard, to 
‘kick off” the association's ef- 
forts. More than 100 individual 
citizens and representatives of 
25 local organizations heard 
what Mrs Combs later termed 
"blunt-spoken, no-nonsense” 
speeches by Sandlin and Mrs. 
Connie Quinn, beautification 
director of the State Natural 
Resources Department. 

The next step was taken a 
few days later by the semi- 
weekly, The Hazard Herald, 
which endorsed the project in

an equally blunt-spoken editor- 
ial, titled "Our Last Chance?” 

“This new attempt,” the edi- 
tor noted in part, "apparently 
has established an organization- 
al structure capable of bringing 
to bear the appropriate correc- 
tive resources upon the worst 
of our public eyesores (and! 
they have wisely decided to 
make the project a continuing, 
year round thing, after a month 
of intensive effort, starting 
March 15. 

"This drive is Perry County’s 
chance.” 

It was, the volunteer workers 
admitted, a most ambitious un- 
dertaking, but the combination 
of their solid planning and the 
let us finally begin’’ reproach 
by such influential community 
leaders as the Hazard newspap- 
er seemed to do the trick. In 
one week alone, 120 old cars 
were removed from Ky. High- 
way 28. between Buckhorn and 
Hazard, in the vicinity of rug- 
gedly beautiful Buckhorn Lake 
State Park. 

Assisting the local citizens 
are several government agen- 
cies The State Health Depart- 
ment is advising the communi- 
ties and helping to implement 
health regulations; the State 
Police are serving recalcitrant 
landowners with warnings to 
dispose of garbage and rubbish; 
the State Highway Department, 
the forestry division of the 
State Natural Resources Depart- 
ment, and the State Education 
Department, through the Haz- 
ard Vocational School, have fur- 
nished mechanical equipment 
and other help; and the State 
Economic Security Department 
and county magistrates arc 
making available manpower as 
needed, by way of the Federal 
Work Experience and Training 
Program. 

"It is a case of hands pitch- 
ing in," one man observed. 

Perry County's bootstrap ef- 
fort has not gone unnoticed, 
either, despite the fact that it 
has just barely started. Sur- 
rounding communities have be- 
gun to take up similar work, 
several inquiries have been re- 
ceived from far-flung parts of 
Kentucky, and even a national 
outfit, based in the Midwest, 
has wired their support and 
asked for full details. 



"This, of course, does not 
mean we’re a success— not yet 
36 anyway,” cautioned Mrs. Combs, 
47 a realistic veteran of many 
52 such drives, "but it does mean 



we’re getting the things done 
that really need to be done.

•Advisory Council of ARH Answers Inquiries . . . . 



In response to numerous inquiries about the role of the 
Community Advisory Council of the Hazard Appalachian Reg- 
ional Hospital, the Council has prepared the following state- 
ment: 

The ten hos pitals in the Regional Hospitals system are the 
people's hospitals. The peoplle — the citizens, the tax-payers — 
nave a vested interest in these hospitals. They are the proper- 
ty of the people perhaps more so than any other hospitals of 
their kind, and for a particular reason. 

Eight million dollars of the tax payers’ money is invested 
in these hospitals. The federal government, through the United 
States Area Redevelopment Administration, provided this $8 
million to Appalachian Regional Hospitals, a non-profit organi- 
zation. for purchase of the hospitals. The federal government 
did this with the understanding that Appalachian Regional Hos- 
pitals would hold the ten hospitals in trust for the communities 
in which they are located. 

Because of this unusual heritage, it was only natural that 
the founders of Appalachian Regional Hospitals, and the trus- 
tees who undertook to carry out the founders’ wishes, should 
M^rclse care to make certain that this property is administered 
m the interest of the people and for the welfare uf their com- 
munities. 

The basic responsibility for discharge of this obligation 
was placed in the hands of a special group of representative 
citizens in each community. These groups are called Commun- 
ity Advisory Councils tc the ARH hospitals. Advisory Councils 
is probably a misnomer, because these citizens actually consti- 
tute the board of directors of each hospital. 

The citizens on these Advisory Councils speak for the peo 
pie. They are the voice of the people — the voice of the com- 
munity. It is their job to see that the hospitals are run proper- 
ly and in the interest of all the people. 

It might be said with accuracy that the Advisory Councils, 
next to the doctors, arc the Appalachian Regional llospitalls' 
greatest asset. They perform as protector, regulator and bal- 
ance wheel. 

These Advisory Councils, besides being responsible for the 
proper operation of their community’s ARH hospital, also help 
fix policy for the entire system of ten hospitals The over-all 
general p licy for tiie hospital system *s established by a Board 
of 29 trustees. One or more of these trustees sits on each 
Community Advisory Council The Trustees vest great confi- 
dence in the advisory councils. The judgments of the Advis- 
ory Councils are listened to with respect by the Trustees, be- 



cause the trustees know that the community leaders on the 
Advisory Councils are close to the people and are in a position 
to interpret and express the peoples' wishes. 

So. the Advisory Councils, speaking through the trustees, 
have an important influence on the entire ARH system. 

Now, what kind of people make up the Advisory Councils? 
On the Advisory Council of the Hazard Appalachian Regional 
Hospital are men and women well known and respected, we 
telieve. by the community. They include the owner of a hard- 
ware store, a ccal operator, the manager cf a farm center, the 
division manager of a power company, the county court clerk, 
a bank president, the owner of a department store, the owner 
of a shoe store, the president of the Garden Club of Kentucky, 
the owner of an automobile agency, the general manager of 
the local radio station, the manager of a lumber company, a 
farmer, and an automobile dealer. 

These are the people who determine how the Hazard Appa- 
lachian Regional Hospital shall be operated. Similar groups 
of such citizens set the policies for operation of each of the 
nine hospitals in the ARH system. 

This description of the Advisory Council is not intended to 
detract in any degree from the stature and importance of the 
hospital's Administrator, Mr. Thomas M Fain. The Advisory 
Council members, however, have their own business to look 
after. After all, they are dedicating their services free of 
charge to the hospital and to the people of the community. So, 
they must have an expert in hospital administration to carry 
out the wishes of th# Council. That is the role of the admin- 
istrator. He is the general manager of the hospital, and the 
general manager in any well-ordered business firm, he gives 
full force and effect to the wishes and poliuies established by 
the Advisory Council. 

Let us look at the duties of the Advisory Council member. 
They are many. 

Their most important responsibility is the control of the 
quality of medical care provided by the hospital. This control 
is exercised through the chad of the hospital's medical staff. 
Of course, the Council members do not tell any physician how 
to perform an operation or what medicines to prescribe. The 
Council members are interested only in seeing that the hos- 
pital's patients receive the best medical care possible. 

Other responsibilities of the Advisory Councils, working 
with s*;id through the Adnuiustralor, are budget control, the 
fixing of hospital rates, the establishment of policy on admis- 
sions, the selection of important personnel, union negotiation*, 



the hospital s credit policies, determination of how the hos- 
pital's space can best be used, plans for expansion and growth 
of the hospital, approval of applications for membership on 
the medical >tatf . ami appraising the professional training pro- 
gram supervised by members of the medical staff. 

The council also has the jobs of appraising the perfor- 
mance of various hospital departments, checking on the size, 
composition and general duties of the resident staff, review- 
ing research pr grams conducted by the medical staff, seing 
that departments of the hospital are adequately staffed, re- 
solving any misunderstandings between th medical staff and 
hospital administrator, and evaluating joint recommendations 
of the medical staff and the hospital administrator for new 
services or expansion of existing services. 

Obviously the Advisory Council is charged with extensive 
responsibility. All these responsibilities add up to a rather tight 
control over the operation of the Hazard Appalachian Regional 
Hospital And that is as it should be The council members' 
most important obligation is to provide the best possible care 
to the people who entrust their health and their lives to our 
hospital. 

The Advisory Council also has a very serious obligation 
to the members of the medical profession and nursing profes- 
sion who have ultimate responsibility for the welfare of our 
patients. 

This tight control is imperative because a well-ordered 
hospital is beneficial to more than the community. A properly 
run hospital is an absolute necessity tc the doctors if they are 
to discharge their responsibility with maximum efficiency and 
ui conformity with their oath to administer con-scicntiously to 
the sick and the dying. 

Such control is not peculiar to the Hazard Appalachian 
Regional Hospital or to the nine other Appalachian Regional 
Hospitals which abide by similar standards. Throughout the 
United States we will find that the best-run hospitals arc those 
which benefit from firm control exercised by their trustees 
cr directors. The doctor benefits from this control over the 
standards, the equipment, and perso-nnel on which he depends. 

If any person or organization should challenge the neces- 
sity for such control, we might well beware of their motives. 

We leel that the laymen constituting the Advisory Coun- 
cil of Hazard Appalachian Regional Hospital exercise more 
control over the operation of our hospital than any hospital 
in this area ha.-> ever enjoyed by lay people. We feel this is 
proper and consistent with Die operation of voluntary non- 



profit charitable hospitals elsewhere, whether they be religious 
or secular. 

The authorities in community hospital planning agree that 
a single hospital can best serve the interests of a community 
the size of Hazard. The principle of community hospital plan- 
ning is endorsed by such distinguished organizations as the 
Kentucky Medical Association. The American Medical Associa- 
t.cn, th Kentucky Hospital Associati n, American Hospital As- 
sociation and the Catholic Hospital Association. We consider 
it wise to abide by the judgment of such authorities. 

The State Council on Health Facilities has stated that a 
single community hospital would be best for the Hazard area. 
It has recommended that all interests in the community work 
together to achieve this objective. 

The Advisory Council of the Hazard Appalachian Regional 
Hospital is convinced that the expansion of this hospital into 
a single large medical-center type hospital will bring the best 
possible type of hospital service to this community. We be- 
lieve that such a program is far superior to any program that 
would involve two separate hospitals with all of the duplication 
of facilities. 

We further feel that a two-hospital building program is 
contrary to principles uf good community hospital planning 
and would be wasteful fur the Hazard area. 

The citizens who devote their time without compensation 
to the Hazard ARH Advisory Council have nothing to gain ex- 
cept the satisfaction of rendering a service to the Hazard area. 
We have no vested interest except an interest iii what is best 
for Hazard and Perry County. 

We have tried to describe the necessity for proper control 
of our hospital's operations and the importance of such control 
to the patients and the doctors. We would be shirking our re- 
sponsibility to the community, to the medical profession, and 
to the patients if we did not insist that the control of the hos- 
pital which serves this area be vested in responsible laymen 
regardless of who administers the hospital. 

As spokesman for the people, who ac'uull/ own the Haz- 
ard Appalachian Regional Hospital, we can tak'i no other stand, 
and we do not believe the community would waul us to take 
any other stand.
